Theſe Fiſhes are ſo ſabfile, that lwimming nctre the ſhore 
ſide, they will pull men oz women ſodeinly inte the Riuer and

In the Citie of the gran Caer, thehouſcs are of! a very oide 
building, all gf Lime and fone, and in moſt of thehoif:stze: 
rofesare covered with fine gold,in a very wozkemaniy Tozt. 

In Egipt there is ſmall ſtoꝛe of water.becauſe it neuer rai⸗ 
nethin that Country, ſo that their water is very dangerous to 


- Þzinke. Thep haue noſp2ings at all in thatcountry; and vet 


there falleth ſuch a deweuery night, as doth rekreſh and ktepe 
their hear bes and plants in due ſozte , and makes wa
